Death row inmate Frank 
Valdes will not face the electric 
chair for thé killing of Glades 
Correctional Institution guard 
Fred Griffis, because officials 
say he was killed by guards at 
the Florida State Prison in 
Stark. 

According to an autopsy per- 
formed last week, evidence 


showed that Valdes died from 
injuries sustained when nine 
guards struggled with him 
when he refused to allow a 
search of his cell. 

Investigators from the Flori- 
da Department of Law Enforce- 
ment were called in to investi- 
gate the death of Valdes after 
ar ambulance was called to the 
state prison on Saturday, July 
17.

According to reports, when 
Valdes refused to allow guards 
to handcuff him, he was 
sprayed with pepper spray sev- 
eral times but still refused to 
cooperate with the guards.

No charges to be filed 
against man accused of rape

There will be no justice 
for 12-year-old Maria 
Christina Urieta, „even 
though her father, Martin 
Urieta was arrested for 
raping her. 

Because. of ħer untimely 
death in a car accident on 
Saturday, July 17, her fa- 
ther walked out of the 


Palm Beach County Stock- 


ade Friday after persuad- 
ing a judge to sentence 
him to five years proba- 
tion in the sexual assault 
of his daughter. 

His only excuse nei- 
‘ther she nor her mother 
are - alive .to 
against him 

Before their deaths, he 


|, was facing life in prison 


for the heinous crime. 

What was ironic about 
the death of Maria was 
that her and her mother, 
Dubeisa and little brother 
Obed were on their way to 
visit Urieta in jail when 
Dubeisa lost control of 
her: vehicle and plunged 
into a canal on State Rd 
80 in Belle Glade, killing 
all three. 

In April, Maria ‘told her 
mother and the Palm 
Beach County ‘Sheriff's 
Office.that her father had 
raped her when she was 
11 years old in the back of 
a Chevrolet Suburban їп 
front of their home in 


» Logahatchee.

sample off a paper towel 
that was brought to them 
by Mrs. Urieta. The paper 
towel had been used by 
Maria to clean herself af- 
ter the assault. Lab re- 
sults did confirmed. that 
the DNA matched a blood 
sample supplied by the fa- 
ther. 

However with the death 
of Maria.and her mother, 
everything changed. 

According to Circuit 
Judge Marvin Mounts and 
the State Attorney’s Of- 
fice, without the mother 
and daughter’s testimony, 
the ‘case depended on cir- 
cumstantial evidence and 
taped’ ‘statements by- the 
daughter that might not 
be admissible in court 

Urieta was then offered 
a plea bargain in which 
he pled no contest to lewd 


assault of a child under ~ 


16. A determination of 
guilt will be withheld un- 
less. Urieta violates his 
five: years probation. His 
probation also\ineludes he 
have no unsupervised con- 
tact with children. 
He also must 
blood samples so his DNA 
can be archived by the 
state and have a psycholo- 
gist evaluate him within 
30 days. Urieta must also 
complete a sex offender 
treatment program and be 
restricted from owning 
pornographic material, 
Urieta still may face de- 
portation back to Mexico.

* Low sodium (less than or equal to 
480 mg for individual foods)

@ Previous students have indicated 
that a diet high'in soy products may 


help protect against colon cancer. 
This new study indicates that a pro- 
tein found in soy foods may reduce 
the spread of existing colon cancer. 

People all over the world are find- 
ing out about the health benefits of 
Soy. According to the. Australian 
News Network, teenagers in Tasma- 
nia will be tested to see if soyfoods 
help improve levels of HDL (the good 
cholesterol) and help prevent heart 
disease. Teenage boys there seem to 
suffer from a drop in HDL levels and 
researchérs believe it may be diet 
related. Research in Japan, where 
soy products such as tofu are widely 
consumed as.a regular part of the 
diet, shows teenage boys there do 
not suffer from low HDL levels.

Make it with Miso!

Although not very familiar to 
Americans, miso is considered by 
many to be the very essence of 
Japanese cooking. So, if you are 
looking for a little fun with a special 
Soyfood this summer, read on. 


What Miso is and 
how to use it 
Miso (pronounced MEE-soh) is a 
very salty, fermented soybean paste. 
The.texture is much like a thick 
hummus or soynut butter and is 
made by fermenting whole soybeans 
with a mold culture or starter. Other 
ingredients are added, including 


salt, water, and a grain, usually rice 
or barley. It is sold in 8-ounce to 1- 


pound tubs (plastic containers like. 


margarine). Since it must always be 
refrigerated, you will find it in the 
refrigerator case in Asian, health 
and natural food stores. Some larger 
supermarkets with ethnic or health 
food. sections may carry it also. 

Miso is most widely used as a soup 
base. Miso soup is a simple yet tasty 
delicacy, and many Japanese fami- 
lies start their day with a bowl of 
miso soup. It is also used to flavor a 
variety of foods, including tofu, 
dressings and sauces, marinades, 
and to saute mushrooms, eggplant 
and other Japanese vegetables. 
Since it is'a very salty condiment 
and flavoring, a little goes a long 
way. 

Miso is also аса to add flavor to 
sauces, stews, marinades and dress- 
ings. When cooking’ miso, it can be 
heated quite hot, but should never 
reach a boil, which may destroy 
some of the benefits of this ferment- 
ed product. 

There are many different types of 
miso, which can have a variety of 
colors, aromas and flavor intensi- 
ties. You will find red, yellow and 
white misos in the store, and they 
will vary from strong to mild to mel- 
low in taste. Some are mixed' with 
rice, others with barley. Some con- 
tain sea salt. The best way to 
describe all of them is earthy and 
full bodied. 

Because miso is fermented, it must 
be refrigerated. High quality misos 
will.not be pasteurized or have 
preservatives, making refrigeration 
even more critical. (Look for "unpas- 
teurized" on the label). Refrigerated, 
miso will last for several months. If 
a white mold appears on the top or 
outside of miso, simply scrape it off. 
Remember, miso IS MADE with a 
mold! Prices vary, depending on 
manufacturer. Two different vari- 
eties priced recently were $3.99 and 
$6.99-for a 1-pound tub, which may 
be a little steep, but remember a lit- 


tle bit goes a long way in adding flayor. 


Nutrition Details 

As a general rule of thumb, con- 
tainers of miso will show the'serving 
size а8 15 grams, which is 1 table- 
spoon. Miso contains 10 to 22 per- 
cent protein, but that equates to 
only 1 to 2 grams in a 1 tablespoon 
serving. Miso contains only a small 
amount of isoflavones. 

Here із`а typical miso nutrition 
profile: 

1 tablespoon (15 grams) provides: 
25-35 calories, 1 gram fat, 0 saturat- 
ed fat, 470-850 mg sodium, less than 
1 gram fiber, 3-7 g carbohydrate, 1-2 
E protein, and a very small amount 
of iron and B Vitamins. 


Five Fast Ways to Start 
Using Miso 

1. Maké Miso Soup... plain.with veg- 
etables or cubes of tofu to boost the 
protein! 
2. Whip up some Miso Salad Dress- 
ing. 
3. Add a little miso to barbecue 
sauce for grilling meats, poultry, 
tofu and tempeh.

Veterinary Medicine. “Rac- 
toons live móstly in swampy 
areas and seldom entér pas- 
tures, but skunks roam the 
countryside." 

Despite the low risk of rabies 
in Florida, farmers and ranch- 
ers should be careful in exam- 
ining dairy cows, beef cattle 
“and horses that become ill, said 
Carol Lehtola, the state 'agri- 
cultural safety specialist for 
UF's Cooperative Extension 
Service. ы 
“Wear gloves when examin- 


ing animals,” she said. “A rabid 
animal's saliva could get on 
your hands. You potentially 
could become infected if you 
then rubbed your eyes or 
mouth or-if the saliva got into 
an open wound.” 

Lehtola also warned against 
befriending wildlife, “Be suspi- 
cious of any wild animal that 
comes near you or your home,” 
she said. “If it seems easy to 
approach, it may be-disoriented 
by rabies. The best bet is to call 
animal control personnel to 


check on it." 

UF researchers and state 
officials are keeping an eye on 
the state's growing coyote pop- 
ulation because the wily crit- 
ters have a history of transmit- 
ting rabies to dogs and other 
pets in the Southwest. 

Coyotes have been found in 
every Florida county except for 
Monroe County, which includes 
the Florida Keys. "I fear that, 
sooner or later, we're going to 
have rabies in coyotes irn 
Florida,” Nicoletti said.

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Okeechobee “Horse Whisperer” has’ spent 


over 30 years learning about horses

When people. call: Dewaine 
Hazellief a "horse whisperer," 
he isn’t sure how to respond. 
He hasn't seen the movie star- 
ring Robert Redford. He never 
read the Nicolas Evans’ book. - 

He has, however, spent many 
of his 44 years learning about 
and training horses. He started 
breaking horses at age 13. 

Currently, he only trains 
horses for himself and his fam- 
ily. But he spent ten years as à 
horse trainer, working with 
hundreds of horses from all 


` over the state as well зз some 


from as far away as Alabama: 
Mr. Hazellief demonstrated 
this ability recently in Okee- 
chobee's Flagler Park, when he 
put Blue, a Cracker Horse, 
through his paces for an appre- 


ciative crowd. The little horse. 
“circled, backed, türned left and 


right according to his rider’s 
commands. Then Mr. Hazellief 
removed the horse's bridle and 
put the steed through | the same

the horse. 

Horses are born knowing how 
to eat, drink, sleep and run 
from predators, he said. If a 
p т catches him, a horse 

instinct to do whatever 
can to fight him off. 

Everything else they- must 
learn. 

Too often, well meaning own- 
ers teach horses bad habits, he 
explained. 

"What a lot of people don't re- 


‚ alize, if you do anything with a 


horse, ypu are training that 
horse," he said. "If 1 walk out 
there every morning at 5 o'- 
clock with a bucket of feed and 
dump. it and walk off and he 
comes and eats, I am training 
him.to come at that time of day 
and eat. That's where people 
run into problems with their 
horses. They teach them bad 
habits : поб realizing what 
they're doing. 

"If I'n going down the road 
and I'm in a hurry and I strike 
a lope to get back to the barn, if 
I do,that two or three times, 
he's going to want to run back 
to the barn every time. 

"Eventually: if. he goés out 
there today and he doesn't 
want to' work, he's jittery, and 
wants to crow hop if I Say ‘it’s 
too aggravating, I'll work with

him to do that to get out of go- 
ing. 

“When I start with a colt, if 
I'm tied up and I Have to be 
somewhere at a certain time, 
then Гоп" fool with that colt. 
When I go out there to work 
with him, I've got the whole 
day to spend with thé horse. 
Very seldom do I have to spend - 
the whole day, but I want to al— 
low myself that time in case I 
need it. 

"If І go out there and we're 
going around and round and 
he's not it in two hours and I 
quit, then he's learned that he 
just has to stay consistent with 
what he's doing and he won't 
have to do what I want." 

"That's what happens. People 
teach the horses bad habits. 
The sad thing is people don't re- 
alize it'and we're supposed to 
be smarter than they are. 

Most of thie horses Mr. Hazel- 
lief trained had already léarned 
bad habits from their owners. 
That never happened to Blue.

mate and.were an important 
part of the early cattle industry. 
But over the years as the state 
was pioneered and. land 
cleared, the little horses who 
could maneuver through brush 
во efficiently lost popularity. 

A few people who were inter- 
ested in history and in the 
hardy~ breed kept their own 
herds of Cracker horses, Mr. 
Hazellief explained. 

"Blue came from the Ayers 
herd out of Brookfield,” he said. 
Mr. Hazellief said his father 


wanted to prove that a Cracker ” 


horse could be trained to do 
anything any other horse could 
do so he asked him to take on 


inhabited land. Last year in 
Florida alone,.fire scorched 
half a million acres and forced 
over 100,000 people from their 
homes.

The stallions run 
young males off from the herd. 
The young males then live 
alone. When they're older, 
these horses may come back 
and fight the stallion for con- 
trol of the band of horses. 

When the Hazelliefs captured 
Blue, he was no longer with the 
herd. 

"There was about 500 acres 
and there wasn't nothing in 
there but briars and stuff off 
the trees to eat," he said. 

"It was kind of funny, he'd see 
us and get a real thick place 
and hide from you. Every now 


` and then he'd be peeking out at 


you," he said. 

"It took us a while. We went 
round and round. We lost, him 
for about two hours because he 
hid so good. 

Daddy got a rope on him. We 
drove him down a fence line. I 
got-on the side of him and we 
kept him on that fence line. 

We got him in’ cow pens, took 
the rope off of him and brought 
him home. 

"He didn't know how to drink 
water out of a bucket. He would 
barely drink any water. He 
wouldn't eat feed. "All I could 
get him to eat was hay for 
about a month. 

"Then I went to training on 
him. He's made quite a fine lit- 
tle horse," he said. 

"Т do all this in steps. When I 
hold the reins;to turn right, my 
hands;are.always in one posi- 
tion.-He-knows to turn that 
way, if my hands are in that po- 
sition. He has other clues too. 
He can feel my body, shift my 
weight. I can mash my leg on 
one side and he moves away 
from it. They've got to have 
some signal," he said. 

The little horse is 14 and a 
half hands high and weighs 880 
pounds. He's pretty good sized 
for a Cracker horse, Mr. Hazel- 
lief said. Most. Cracker. horses 
are smaller. 

"In Ocala, they had a big 
horse show. They had 49 differ- 
ent breeds of horses there. Dur- 
ing that day, when-one breed 
would come in as they come 


around the arena they give the 
history of the breed and then 
they give a little bit about each 
individual horse. It's funny be- 
cause all the: déadlines were 
over and those-people worked 
with-us. There was only four 
cracker horses there," he said. 

He said he told the show or- 
ganizers what he could do on 
his Cracker horse. 

"It wasn't planned, but they 
allowed it because they just 
wanted to see it. After they-did 
the history, they put him last 
because they wanted to see jt. 
they hed heard so much about, 
it. 

After they give the speech, I 
went up there. Daddy brought 
a chair into the arena. Blue 
came up in the arena. I got up 
on the chair and got ón him. At 
first people didn't realize what 
he was doing. When they saw 
him come running, they started 
clapping and all. I just reached 
up and pulled the bridle off 
him. The bridle reins was on 
his neck, and it was scaring 
him, so I told a fellow to snatch 
it off, then I whirled him just 
let him run.

"I spend a lot of time on the 
ground and in the round pen 
with the horse," he said. 

"You just put him in the 
round pen to start with and you 
just kind of run him around 
and around. Then you step in 
front him. You start teaching 
him to bé controlled right 
there. 

"I have studied a lot of top 
trainers in the пабіоп," ће said. 

Training a horse is like build- 
ing a housé, he said: "You start 
with the foundation and build 
on that." t 

"The funny thing is, I knew 
you could ride a horse without 
a` bridle, before they: started 
coring out and doing it. Daddy 
had a horse he could ride with- 
out a bridle.

"For example, if a horse does- 
n't want to come when I have 
him in that round nen, which 
none of them want to do to be- 
gin with, if you run him around 
long enough, he gets bis 
Then he starts trying to fígure 
what you want him to do," he 
"continued. 

"When he does what I want, 
then I let him rest," he said. 

He said he tries to give the У 
horse а negative association 
with unwanted behavior and a 
positive association with de- 
sired behavior. 

"А barn sour horse, take one 
of them for instance, a horse 
that-don't want to leave the 
barn. I put a halter on him and 
tie his head up to that rafter, 
with his head up high. Then I *. 
leave him stand there for about 
an hour with his head up high. 
Then I come back and try to 
ride him. If he still-wants to go 
in the barn, then I tie him up 
again. Pretty soon he figures 
out that every time he tries to 
Eo in that barn, he winds up 
Where it's uncomfortable," he 
said. "^ 

"Ive watched cowboys spur 
and gouge their horse, trying to 
make them turn. What I have 
against that method is the 
horse resents every bit of it. 
Those horses ‚аге a ‘nervous 
wreck because they don't know 
what's coming at the next. 

"Т want to make things as гу 
pleasurable for my horse as I ` 
can, so he won't resent doing it 
for me. That's the whole ap- 
proach of the horse whisperer 
right there. A lot of people call 
it resistance-free training. 
There really is no resistance- 
free, but you can minimize it. 

"A horse is going to rebel 
sometimes just like a kid. If you 
make that kid go stand in the ^ 
corner, he's going to think 
about 'do I want to do what 
Mommy said?' "

Treatment of pancreatitis in- 
volves the provision of IV flu- 
ids, medications for the symp- 
toms of pain and nausea, and 
treatment of the underlying 
cause of the disease.
